Excise Taxes 


Reductions on 
Billion Dollar Measure 
In Effect Thursday 


WASHINGTON (I? 
_ 
P resident 
E isenhow er today signed into law 
a bill cutting excise sales 
taxes 
a billion dollars a y e a r and bring­ 
ing lower prices on such item s as 
household appliances and telephone 
bills. 


The cuts becom e effective T h u rs­ 
day. 
The bill at the sam e 
tim e 
continues present excise taxe ra te s 
on liqtJor, beer, 
wines, 
gasoline, 
autom obiles, and cigarets to yield 
an estim ated $1,077,000,000 an n u al­ 
ly. 


The tax cut m eans lower prices 
on such item s as household appli­ 
ances, jew elry, telephone bills, ad 
missions, travel tickets, among o th ­ 
e r things. 


The size of Hie cuts in dollars 
and cents will d ep end on the price 
of the product and the extent of 
the tax cut. 
T he present federal 
excise — or sales 
tax on jew el­ 
ry, furs, cosmetics, luggage and 
handbags will be cut from 20 to IO 
p er cent. 


, Admission tickets costing m ore 
than 50 cents will be taxed at IO 
p er cent, instead of the present 20. 
Admission tickets costing 50 cents 
or less won t be taxed at all. 


Congress Com pletes Action 


'Long distance telephone c h a r 'c s 
will be taxed at IO per cent, instead 
of 25, and local charges at IO p er 
cent instead of the 
present 
15. 
Home appliances will be taxed at 
5 per cent instead of the present 
JO. 


But the taxes on liquor, beer, 
wines, gasoline, autom obiles and 
cigarets will rem ain at their pre s 
e n t rates. 
T hese also had bef ii 
scheduled to be reduced T hursday 
b ut the legislation signed by the 
P resident will continue the existing 
rates on these items fo r another 
year. 


Mr, E isenhow er had asked for 
continuation of these rates, but he 
did not ask for the cuts. 
Congress 
approved over the P re sid en t’s ob­ 
jections. 


Continuation of the present rates 
on liquor, beer and the o th er item s 
in that group will m ore than offset 
the revenue loss of the 999 million 
dollars in cuts. 
They will yield an 
estim ated $1,077,000,000 in the next 
year. 


C ongress com pleted action on the 
tax m easure Tuesday. 
The House 
passed it by a vote of 395 I; the 
Senate by a vote of 72 8.
